PLANTING  ADVICE:  It  is  very  important  that  all 
grafts  for  Moerheimi  and  Rosters  Blue  Spruce  be 
planted  with  union  of  grafts  below  the  surface  of  the 
soil.  They  will  then  make  root  of  their  own  from  the 
lower  part  of  the  scions,  thus  making  a  much  more 
vigorous  plant.  Failure  to  comply  with  this  advice  may 
bring  you  heavy  loss  in  transplanting.  Give  them,  if 
possible,  a  sandy  soil  mixed  with  peat  moss.
